th e king desired. So Jeh o sh ap h at 
«aid: “Is there not here a pro­ 
phet of the Lord besides, th a t 
we m ight enquire of him ?’* 


AHAB ADM ITTED th a t there 
was such a m an and his nam e 
was M icaiah, but he hated him 
for he never prophesied any good 
for the king However, he sent 
for M icaiah, and the two kings 
sat each on hia throne, and we 
im agine the 400 false prophet* 
stood about to see w hat M icaiah 
h ad to say. 


M icaiah said. “Oo. and pros­ 
per; for the Lord shall deliver 
it into the h and of the king." 
A hab was clever enough 
to 
i t , Uze 
th a t M icaiah 
was not 
speaking the tru th , and said to 
him : “How m any tim es shall I 
adjure thee th a t tliou tell me 
nothing but th a t which is true in 
th e nam e of th e Lord?" 


Lord h ad told h im : 
I saw all 
Israel scattered upon the hill», 
as sheep th a t have not a shep­ 
herd, and the Lord said, T hese 
have no m aster; let them retu rn 
every m an to his house in peace. 
Ahabj turned to Jehoshaphat, 
saying, “Did I not tell thee th a t 
he would prophesy no good con­ 
cerning me, but evil?'' 


T hen M icaiah told th e kings 
th a t the Lord had asked who 
should persuade Ahab to go to 
war w ith Syria to his destruction, 
and a spirit stood forth and said 
he would, and it was this spirit 
who had put false words into the 
m ouths of these false prophets. 


FOR THESE W ORDS Ahab had 
M icaiah put into prison "until I 
come in peace.” B ut M icaiah re ­ 
plied, “If thou re tu rn at all In 
peace, the Lord h a th not spoken 
by m e.” 


Ahab, 
“however, 
was 
really 
frightened by M icaiah’» words, 
so m uch so th at he w ent into b a t­ 
tle disguised, leaving Jeh o sh ap h at 
to w ear the kingly robes, A hab 
was hoping, no doubt th a t the 
Syrians would think Jeh o sh ap h at 
was king of Israel and th a t he 
would escape unrecognized. 
However, the Syrian king told 
his m en to fight only with the 
king of Israel. 


The soldiers pursued Jeh o sh a­ 
p h at a t first, thinking he wa» 
K ing Ahab, but when they were 
told he was not the king of Israel 
they ceased to follow him. 


A certain m an 
(nam e 
u n ­ 
known) drew a bow a t a venture, 
and smote Ahab the king be­ 
tween the joints of his harness, 
and th e king told hi» chariot 
driver to carry him out of the 
host for he was wounded. 


T hey propped the king up in 
his chariot th a t he m ight look as 
if he were alive. The battle in ­ 
creased and A hab died in the 
evening and his blood covered 
the chariot. 


So King Ahab died and wa« 
buried 
in Sam aria, 
and 
one 
washed his chariot at a !>ool and 
horrible to relate, the wild dogs 
licked up his blood.

PASTOR 
and 
parish 
council decided th e organist had 
wilfully disturbed 
the services. 
They accused him of failing to 
give the pastor the right note 
during parts of the service and 
letting the organ sound a t "in ­ 
appropriate” m om ents. 
They gave him form al w arn­ 
ing to m end his ways and were 
backed by higher church au th o r­ 
ity. 
The organist retorted th a t the 
organ was old and sensitive to 
tem perature changes. Low tem ­ 
peratures caused th e squeaking 
sounds, he insisted. 


HE APPLIED to an arb itratio n 
board which ruled in his favor. 
He is still playing in the church 
but the organ is less shrill, and 
th e w eather becam e unusually 
mild for awhile.
